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Pilot Facing Reckless 
Endangerment

THE LOW-FLYING PLANE SPOTTED OVER SAG HARBOR

pilot who flew his single-engine airplane at 

dangerously low altitudes over downtown Sag 
Harbor on April 13 will be charged with reckless en- 
dangerment, Sag Harbor Village Police Chief Austin 
McGuire told Dan’s Papers. 

David Wisner of Sag Harbor flew his Cessna 182 at 
speeds of 160 mph less than 100 feet over Bay Street 
and as low as 25 feet over the water at 5:30 p.m. that 
Tuesday, McGuire said. When reached for comment, 
the pilot hung up and declined to disclose the name 
of the attorney McGuire said Wisner hired. 

“I’ve never seen anything like this,” said McGuire, 
who had just started driving home after his shift 
when the low-flying airplane passed over his car. 
“I thought he was going in the water because why 
would he be that low?” 

Sag Harbor police officers on patrol saw the plane 
looping around and making several passes over the 
village as concerned members of the community 
called 911 to report the incident, authorities said. 

“I heard it three times going into town and I was 
like, “That’s not right, something’s going on,” re- 
called Carl Dickinson of Wainscott, who was among 
those who sent videos of the incident to police. 

An air traffic controller with the Terminal Radar 
Approach Control Facilities filed a report with the 
Federal Aviation Administration, which is also in-

vestigating the incident, according to police and a 


spokeswoman for the agency. East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc said town phones also 
“lit up” with complaints concerning the incident, 
which he called “incredibly reckless.” 

Wisner took off out of East Hampton Airport and 
investigators tracked him down after he landed, po- 
lice said. McGuire said Wisner will be charged with 
reckless endangerment as a felony, which is punish- 
able by up to seven years in prison, if he’s convicted. 
He will face the charge at Sag Harbor Justice Court. 

The pilot told The Sag Harbor Express that it was 
a “bad decision” and blamed faulty equipment for 
not knowing how low he was flying. 


Latest Hamptons Offshore 
Wind Farm Idea Shelved

heavily disputed plan to build a wind farm 
off the coast of the Hamptons is no longer 
under consideration, federal Bureau of Ocean 
Energy Management (BOEM) officials said on

two of the zones closest to Long Island—Fairways 
North, off the coast of the Shinnecock Inlet, and 
Fairways South, off Fire Island. 

The two zones “will not be considered for leas- 
ing at this stage,” Luke Feinberg, project manager 
for BOEM, said during an online task force meet- 
ing on the proposed zones, citing issues with com- 
mercial fisheries. 

Commercial fishing groups had opposed the 
wind farms on the grounds that it will interfere 
with their ability to make a living. New York State 
Energy Research and Development Authority of- 
ficials also opposed the Fairways zones. 

“I think we have some challenges that we have 
identified in the Fairway sites both in the rela- 
tive size and distance from the shore,” Gregory 
Lampman, program manager for environmental 
research at NYSERDA, said during the meeting. 
“We've been pretty clear, and we want to make 
sure the projects are more than 18 miles from 
shore. And they fall at 15.”

that issues with Fairways included a major mari- 
time traffic separation scheme going into New 
York Harbor, marine life feeding areas and con- 
cerns over visibility from South Shore beaches. 
But Baker later clarified that in the future, the 
two zones may be introduced as areas available 
for lease to wind farm developers. 

“Designating them as part of the final wind en- 
ergy areas does not preclude us from, in the fu- 
ture, leasing them,” she said. “It just means they 
are not included as part of the discussion of this 
draft of areas we are considering today.” 

George Detweiler of the U.S. Coast Guard dis- 
couraged reconsidering Fairways, saying that 
they “should probably never be considered for 
development, and we will reiterate that probably 
again in the future.” 

The exclusion of the Fairways zones places em- 
phasis on three others closer to New Jersey called 
Hudson North, Hudson South and Central Bight. 

The decision does not impact three other off- 
shore wind farms planned for Long Island. New 
York State’s first offshore wind farm, South Fork 
Wind, planned for 30 miles off the coast of Mon- 
tauk, is pending federal approval and subject of 
litigation from Wainscott residents opposed to 
the cable coming ashore there. 

The state is also planning two more wind farms. 
One would be located more than. 20 miles off 
Jones Beach and connect to Oceanside while the 
other would be more than 60 miles off Montauk 
Point and hook up to Queens.

Wainscott Village 
Proponents to

W ainscott advocates plan to refile a petition 
calling for a vote on whether to incorpo- _ 
rate the hamlet as a village after the Town of East 
Hampton rejected an earlier filing last month. 

Misguided was the word the Citizens for the 
Preservation of Wainscott (CPW) used to describe 
East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter van Scoyoc’s 
ruling on March 5 that the group’s petition was le- 
gally insufficient to schedule a referendum. But the 
group demurred on its threat to sue the town over 
the decision and said it will instead take the supervi- 
sor’s suggestions to file a revised petition later this 
year. 

“We believe the best alternative is to rework our 
petition to address the issues he raised, rather than 
engage in lengthy litigation now,” said Gouri Edlich, 
who chairs CPW. “Volunteers have already begun

The additional timeframe will allow us 
to make further improvements.” 
Wainscott’s petitioners are seeking to

stapler and a baked potato. Rudin’s apology came after 
some talent balked at the industry’s lack of a response to 
the revelations.

The Musical, which isn’t produced by Rudin, in protest. 
“For all of yall who don’t hear me, the silence about Scott 
Rudin—unacceptable,” she posted on Instagram.

When People Can't Agree on What Should 


Be Done With the Heavy Stuff

he massive amount of earth left 

behind by the last glacier when it 
retreated and created the South Fork 
includes huge boulders. Many of them 
turn up where a foundation is being 
dug for a new home. You can either pay 
the unexpected cost to remove them 
or incorporate them into the project 
somehow. 

The Montauk Library decided on 
incorporation when a 24-ton glacial 
boulder was found underground while 
they were digging a hole for the foun- 
dation of an addition. They called the 
contractor, The Patriot Organization, 
which in turn called Keith Grimes 
Construction, a subcontractor with 
heavy equipment such as earthmovers, 
cranes and backhoes to haul up this 
boulder and place it on the lawn where, 
someday, a bronze plaque could be af- 
fixed upon it. 

But when a backhoe got the boulder 
in its maw, David Grimes got into an 
argument with a representative from 
Patriot. Grimes had not been paid for 
his earlier work on the site in more than 
100 days, he said, so he either wanted 
to get paid then and there or they were 
going to take the boulder away as se- 
curity. A big boulder like that can be 
worth $10,000 to a landscaper mess- 
ing with the bushes and gardens on a 
big estate. In the end, after the library 
would not intervene, the police were 
called and told Patriot this was a dis- 
pute about money and no crimes were 
being committed. And so the backhoe 
operator gently set the boulder onto 
one of the Grimes’ flatbed trucks, se- 
cured it with chains and drove it away. 
Nobody could stop them. 

“We have it now in our yard in 
Bridgehampton,” David Grimes told 
me. “We'll see what happens.” 

Over the years, in Dan’s Papers, I’ve 
written numerous stories about giant 


boulders. Some get taken away. Some 
never get moved. Some result in legal 
battles. 

One pair of boulders, chiseled into 
giant griffins, sits guarding the en- 
trance to Home Sweet Home Moving 
and Storage in Wainscott. You see 
them when you drive by. 

These griffins were put into storage 
there about 50 years ago by a sculp- 
tress from Maine who had created 
them. Twenty years later, she wanted 
to pick them up. But she was so far be- 
hind in paying the storage that in the 
end she just abandoned them. 


David Grimes is the third generation. 


of the firm now known as Keith Grimes 
Construction. David’s father is Keith 
Grimes, his grand uncle is Charlie 
Grimes. And in the course of running 
Dan’s Papers, I had numerous conver- 
sations with Charlie about boulders 
and concrete projects. 

Charlie once told me this amazing 
story.-I wrote it for the paper but often 
wondered if it were true. 

. The story goes that in 1941, the Navy 
built a Torpedo Testing Station on the 
hundred acres between the Montauk 
Railroad Station and Fort Pond Bay. 
If the torpedoes performed properly 
when set off into the bay, they were sent 
off to war. If not, they were packed back 
on railroad freight cars and returned 
to a factory in Queens for repair. 

This testing station, about a dozen 
large buildings all made of con- 
crete and cinder block, was well over 
100,000 square feet in size. But when 
the war ended, the Navy just walked 
away, abandoning it. 

In 1980, Charlie Grimes was hired 
to level the abandoned Navy base so 
it could be replaced with the Rough 
Riders Landing condominium resort. 
He sized it up. It was so enormous, he 


decided to bash it down with a wreck- 


ing ball and pile the rubble to create 
an eighth-of-a-mile-long 8-foot-high 
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berm to separate the railroad tracks 
from the proposed condominium. 

One woman in East Hampton with 
a loud voice objected to this. It would 


~ desecrate the landscape. And the East 


Hampton Town Board—Montauk is a 
hamlet in East Hampton-—sided with 
her. The application was rejected. 

“So I got this idea,” Charlie told me. 
“Up in the Montauk woods was the 
town dump. For $50 you could get a 
permit to bring stuff there. So I went 
over and paid the 50 dollars. Where it 
said to describe what was going to be 
dumped, I wrote ‘building material 
from the Montauk Naval Base Torpedo 
Testing Station.’ And with that, I got 
the permit.” 

Truckload upon truckload upon 
truckload of the torpedo testing sta- 
tion was taken to the dump. It took two 
months. And the torpedo testing sta- 
tion essentially filled the dump. All for 
50 bucks. Now it’s a transfer station. 

Charlie swore this story was true. 
And last year when I asked Keith 
Grimes about it, he confirmed that was 
what happened. 

And I have my own boulder story. 
A giant boulder was found on some 
farmland on the North Fork by sculp- 
tor Jeffrey Parson. He dragged it to his 
studio and crafted it into a work of art 
using a chisel and hammer. You could 
sit on one part of it. He showed me the 
work once and told me he had a com- 
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mission to deliver it to the front lawn 
of Guild Hall in East Hampton. I wrote 
about it. 

But when the time came, the Village 
of East Hampton would not approve. 
There already was a sculpture on that 
lawn. The limit was one sculpture. 

At the time, the Dan’s Papers office 
was on Main Street in Bridgehampton. 
I made Parson an offer. If he wanted to, 
he could put the boulder on my front 
lawn. He asked if I wanted to buy it and 
I said no, but he could keep it there until 
it was sold. It would be quite pepe 
nently displayed. 

Many people sat on the boulder over 
the years, but it never sold. In 2012, I 
sold the building. But what about the 
boulder? The building buyer said he 
didn’t want it. Just take it. So I called 
Parson, who had relocated to Garber- 
ville, CA after a divorce, and asked him 
to move it off and was told by his girl- 
friend that Jeff had a band playing clubs 
in a beach resort in Uruguay, South 
America and was now living there. But 
I could call him there. So I did. He said, 
“Well, whatever.” 

When I was unable to find any place 
to take the boulder, I sold the property 
with the sculpture on it. A year later, the 
sculpture was gone. I don’t know what 
the new owner did. And I am not ask- 
ing. Our office is now in Southampton.

Labor Shortage Hits East End Businesses 
Prepping for Busy Season

& ood help is hard to find, as the 
saying goes, but businesses 
across the Hamptons and North Fork 
say finding workers is a lot harder than 
usual as the summer bustle nears. 
That’s because the coronavirus 
pandemic has caused a national la- 
bor shortage that has local compa- 
nies from the hospitality sector to 
the trades struggling to staff up in

time for the peak season. Experts and 
employers say the causes range from 
new travel and visa restrictions to in- 
creased housing demand and how the 
pandemic has disproportionately af- 


fected women in the workforce. Some - 


say businesses may have to raise pric- 
es to afford increased compensation to 
attract new hires. 

“The reality is in a resort commu- 
nity, labor is always an issue, but I 
think this year it’s exponentially worse 


because of COVID,” says Mark Smith, 
managing member of the Honest Man 
Restaurant Group, which is hosting its 
first-ever job fair to find new recruits 
for the company’s five East End eater- 
ies. “It’s not just the restaurants. All of 
the industries...we’re all competing for 
the few people that are out here.” 
Other resort communities, such as 
Newport Beach in Rhode Island, are 
similarly bracing for a higher-than- 
usual shortage of seasonal labor. The

shortage comes as Suffolk County’s 
unemployment rate increased to 6.1 
percent in March, up 1.8 percentage 
points from a year ago, according to 
the New York State Department of La- 
bor (DOL). The state’s rate was 8.5% 
and the national rate was 6.2%. 

The number of private sector jobs 
on Long Island decreased over the 
year by 89,200, or 8%. All nine private 
industry sectors lost jobs in March 
compared to a year ago—including 
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education, professional services and 
manufacturing—while the  govern- 
ment sector shed 5,700 jobs over the 
year, according to the DOL. 

“Our labor force has shrank due to 
the pandemic, and a lot of that has to 
do with women, who. have been hit 
particularly hard by the pandemic,” 
says Shital Patel the DOL’s labor mar- 
ket analyst for the Long Island region. 
“They ve been the ones to drop out of 
the labor force to care for their chil- 
dren as schools went remote and also 
as daycare centers closed. While labor 
demand is coming back, the supply 
might not be 100% available to return.” 

Since many schools are at least still 
partly remote, the childcare issue per- 
sists for parents. 

“These structural issues around 

. childcare and women in general in the 
workforce, it’s going to take a while 
to unwind from this pandemic,” Patel 
adds. “It’s not quite as easy as flipping 
a switch.” 

Martin Cantor, a Long Island-based 

economist, agrees that women are 
disproportionately affected by the 
economic downturn that COVID-19 
caused, and adds that the impact var- 
ies across industries. 

“Those who are skilled and can 
work at home are doing well,” he says. 
“Those who have to show up have been 
really devastated.” a 

Cantor notes that some industries 

- are raising prices to compensate for 
_ the increased cost of doing business. 
The consumer price index jumped 

0.6% last month, the largest gain since 

August 2012. 


Cantor adds that some people are 


discouraged from seeking work due 
to the $300 weekly bump in state un- 
employment benefits enacted amid the 
pandemic. g . 

_ “Government is providing more 
money to the unskilled labor than they 
would get if they showed up to work,” 


Cantor says. “So more people are stay- 


ing home.” 
Employers and advocates say the 
coronavirus-related restrictions on 


work visas has also reduced the num-’ 


ber of workers from abroad that often 
fuels the East End economy. 

“Everybody's working as much 
as they can and everybody’s trying 
to hire more people,” says Bill Fox, 
a Hamptons landscaping company 
owner. “They're not letting anybody in 
because of the coronavirus. We're just 
sort of maxed out.” 


The Biden administration will set 


aside 6,000 seasonal guest worker 
visas for people from Guatemala, 
Honduras and E] Salvador in the com- 
ing months, the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security (DHS) said on 
April 20, a small step toward estab-

lishing more legal pathways to the 
United States from the region. 

The 6,000-visa allotment would be 
part of an additional 22,000 H-2B 
visas made available to employers in 
the current fiscal year, which ends on 
Sept. 30, DHS said in a statement. The 
increase has been sought by business 
groups but opposed by labor unions 
amid high unemployment related to 
the coronavirus pandemic. The extra 
H-2B visas would be in addition to 


the annual allotment of 66,000 vi- 
sas for the fiscal year, a tally that was 
exhausted in February. The visas are 
used for landscaping, food processing 
and hotel work, among other seasonal 
jobs. 

“It’s definitely having an impact,” 
says Minerva Perez, executive direc- 
tor of OLA of Eastern Long Island, a 


nonprofit group that advocates for the. 


region’s Hispanic residents. 
“We have many DACA folks out here

as well,” she adds, referring to the De- 
ferred Action for Childhood Arrivals 
program that allows undocumented 
immigrants brought to the United 
States when they were children to 
avoid deportation for the time being. 
“They are in limbo. Masters candi- 
dates, town employees, etc.” 

Smith, of Honest Man Restaurant 
Group, has seen many immigrant 
workers at his five restaurants as well. 

“Over the years we've always had an 
influx of people, whether it was from 
Ireland at one point, then Eastern 
Europe, and now the Latin American 
countries,” he says. “With the people 
not being able to travel back and forth, 
that’s another factor.” 

Also playing a role is the difficulty in 
finding a place to live on the East End 
since so many people have fled to the 
region to escape the pandemic. 

“Housing is always an issue, but 
with the backdrop of COVID and what 
housing is available is just so over- 
priced because of the demand, for 
hourly workers the equation is no lon- 
ger sustainable in terms of how much 
they make versus how much it costs to 
live,” Smith says. 

And with some economists predict- 
ing the labor shortage may persist un- 
til 2024, the issue may not be resolved 
anytime soon.

illionaire businessman Peter M. Brant and his 

wife, supermodel Stephanie Seymour, sold 
their oceanfront home in Sagaponack earlier this 
year for $26 million. 

It is the highest sale in Sagaponack Village so far 
in 2021. 

Suffolk County deed transfers this week show the 
transaction for 159 Trees Lane closed on January 15, 
2021, with Brant selling the property, located down 
a long driveway off Sagg Main Street, to Beach Sag 
LLC. It is unclear who is behind the limited liability 
company and who brokered the deal. 

Sadly, just two days later on January 17, Brant and 
his wife lost their 24-year-old son Harry Brant to an 
accidental overdose of prescription drugs, accord- 


ing to The New York Times. He was known as an 
“It” boy on the social scene, attending the Met Gala 
and even being dubbed with his older brother, Peter 
Brant II, as “NYC’s Most Beautiful Teenage © 
Brothers.” 

Peter Brant, a magazine publisher 
and art collector, and Seymour, one 
of the original supermodels who has 
posed for the likes of Richard Ave- 
don and graced the covers of fashion 
magazines, have spent much time in 
the Hamptons. Brant, an avid polo 
player, co-founded the Bridgehampton 
Polo Club with Neil Hirsch. 

Records show the house was built in 1994 
and measures a mere 2,668 square feet (small for 
a Sagaponack home on the ocean) with four bed-

rooms and five baths. The couple bought the 2.6- 
acre lot in 2002 for $6.1 million. 
Over the years Brant has spent a lot of money 
restoring the eroded dunes in front of the 
property. He’s trucked in clean sand and 
installed sand fencing, according to the 
Southampton Town Trustees’ records. 
He has kicked in $28,851 annually as 
part of the Sagaponack Beach Ero- 
sion Control District since 2013 when 
the Town of Southampton established 
$26.5 million for beach replenishment. 
The couple also owns a 50-acre spread 
in Greenwich, a home in Palm Beach, that 
they reportedly purchased last year for $47 mil- 


lion, according to The Palm Beach Post, and real 
estate in New York City. 
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Norman Jaffe’s Former 
Bridgehampton Residence Sells 


for $9.85 Million

A creek-front home designed by the not- 
ed architect Norman Jaffe, which once 
served as one of his own homes, has once 
again changed hands. 

Stacey Bronfman, the former wife of bil- 
lionaire Seagram heir Matthew Bronfman, 
sold the home at 75 Sam’s Creek in Bridge- 
hampton for $9.85 million on April 13. Wil- 
liam Wolff, out of Douglas Elliman Real Es- 
tate’s East Hampton office, had the listing. 

The home initially went on the market 
in the summer of 2020 for $11.5 million. It 
went into contract in February when Terry 
Cohen of Saunders & Associates. brought 
the buyer and a deal was inked. 

Jaffe, known for his contemporary, sculp- 
tural homes, built the home in 1977, accord- 
ing to Douglas Elliman. During his 35-year 
career, Jaffe designed more than 600 proj- 
ects, 50 of which were in the Hamptons, 
where he became known for his pioneering 
designs. 

“Jaffe’s greatest achievement, one that in 
some ways surpassed Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
Usonian vision of houses integrated with 
landscape, was at Sam’s Creek in Bridge- 
hampton, a grouping of six houses built by

Jaffe between 1972 and 1982,” according to 
a 2004 article in The New York Times by 
Alastair Gordon, an award-winning critic 


and author who has written about Jaffe’s 


work. 

“Jaffe saw Sam’s Creek as his chance to 
create an alternative to the kind of sprawl 
that had started to afflict the East End by 
the 1970s,” the article continues. “He creat- 
ed a sequence of low horizontal forms that 
floated cloud-like across the landscape.” 

Jaffe died in 1993. 

The 4,000-square-foot contemporary 
home is located off of Ocean Road, just two 
blocks from Straight Beach. The home has 
been updated over the years, most recently 
in 2018, but has kept true to the Jaffe de- 
sign. It has five bedrooms, four baths, two 
living rooms each with a stone fireplace, 
and water views from the main living 
spaces. 

The 1.1-acre property also has a heated 
gunite pool and outdoor built-in barbecue. 
A long private dock allows direct access to 
the creek. 

A garage and deck were added in 1992. 

Records show Cupid S K B Properties 
LLC bought the property in 2007 for $6.3 
million.

and Often 


Son Finds Peace in 
North Fork Memoir

hile no two humans share the 

exact same life story, there 
are certain beats that nearly all of us 
can relate to—the rush to grow up, 
the awkward adolescent years and a 
relationship with our parents that’s... 
complicated, to say the least. In Trent 
Preszler’s debut memoir, Little and Of- 
ten, he unpacks his incredible journey 
of fleeing his childhood home in South 
Dakota, finding community and a ca- 
reer in New York, being invited back 
into his father’s life in his final days 
and inheriting a gift that would alter 
the course of his life in a profound way. 

Raised as a cattle rancher, today, 
Preszler is the CEO of Bedell Cellars 
in Cutchogue, though some may be 
more familiar with his work in the 
Preszler Workshop, where he crafts 
bespoke wooden canoes that fetch as 
much as $100,000. The first canoe he 
ever crafted, however, was worth far 
more because it was made using the 
tools from his father’s old toolbox, be- 
queathed to him upon the death of his 
long-estranged parent. 

“Until writing the book, building 
the canoe was the hardest thing I had 
ever done,” Preszler says, noting that 
he crafted the boat “little and often” 
from a Mattituck home overlooking 
Peconic Bay. “Any time in my life that 
I’ve dedicated myself to a task little 
and often, by doing small amounts of 
work every day over a period of time, 
it adds up to something bigger. It’s a 
lesson for life that my father taught me 
while we were working on a project on 
the ranch.” 

He continues, “I was able to achieve 
reconciliation with my father and his 
memory and spoke through his tools 
by using them to build this boat. It 
wasn’t something that I thought I was 
going to do when I started to build 
it—I wasn’t clear on what the outcome 


would be—but I knew I wanted to build 
something with his tools because he 
had given them to me and they were 
his. I wanted to honor him and also 
my sister who had passed away before 
my father. I do feel like I gained a lot 
of peace.” 

Preszler admits that he “resisted” 
writing this story for several years 
until the burning urge to share it be- 
came too hot to ignore. “Not telling it 
would be the worst thing of all, and I 
kind of had to get to that point because 
I started to realize that not only would 
it be helpful for me as almost therapy 
to write all of this out and everything 
that happened, but then I had an op- 
portunity and a platform, possibly, 
to help people,” he says. “The writing 
process itself was very therapeutic. 
You can talk about life until you're blue 
in the face, but until you write stuff 
down, it doesn’t really sink in.” 

Of all his journals and records, 
Preszler’s most invaluable source of 
memory-jogging material was actually 
his iPhone camera roll time stamps, 
which allowed him to create a time- 


~ line of the major events he wanted to 


include in his memoir—both great and 
small moments he may not have real- 
ized the significance of before looking 
at his story as a whole. “When youre 
in the middle of life and you're just 
going along every day and doing your 
thing, you don’t really understand the 
bigger significance of every moment of 
every day—yourre just living,” he says. 
“So when I built the canoe, I was just 
building a canoe and fumbling my way 
through it haphazardly, and I didn’t 
really see the big picture back then.” 
Preszler describes his first finished 
memoir as a “love letter to the North 
Fork” for the role it played in his per- 
sonal story. “It’s kind of a place that’s 
taylor-made for all of my interests, and 
in a roundabout way, I found myself 
living here at a time in my life when

some really profound changes hap- 
pened,” he says. “The North Fork was 
the crucible for all of it.” 

When reading Little and Often for 
the first time, readers may be sur- 
prised when Preszler reveals himself 
to be gay several chapters in, but he 
never actually hides the fact—it’s just 
not the focus of the story. 

“It’s just one part of who I am—I’m

the CEO Bedell Cellars; I have a PhD 
in botany from Cornell; I have an 
interest in the outdoors and nature. 
There are a lot of things that sort of 
define me as a person and being gay is 
just one of them,” Preszler says, not- 
ing that he considers his memoir to be

ries anymore. I don’t want us to have 
to write coming out stories; I don’t 
want us to have to write books about 
how awkward we are and wishing we 
fit in with society. I want us to get to a 
place where people can just see us as 
people first.” . ai 
Though Preszler’s sexuality is not 
the driving force of his story, there 
are certain insights he hopes readers 
will gain from that fact. “As gay men, 
we have to learn how to define our- 


selves to ourselves and stop letting 
~ society say, ‘Well, you’re gay, so you 
shouldn't really be building a boat or 
you shouldn’t be riding a horse in a 
rodeo; you shouldn't be doing these 
things that we don’t normally perceive

he says. “But I want 
people to read about those things and 
then be shocked when they realize, 
and hopefully that’ll change some 
minds along the way.” 

At its core, Little and Often is a 
book about a son’s complicated re- 
lationship with his father, in life and 
after death, and that’s in no way a 
gay-exclusive experience. “I think 
that men in general—and I have many 
straight friends who have told me the 
same thing—no matter how old you 
are, gay or straight, most men have 
some degree of conflict or discomfort 
with their dad,” Preszler explains. 
“It’s sort of an underlying question of 


- masculinity in our culture and how it 


affects the way people raise boys. For 
my story specifically, yes, it’s related 
to my being gay and my father being a 
fundamentalist Christian, but for oth- 
ers, itcould be something else.” 
The greatest lesson Preszler learned 
through the memoir-writing process 
was how strongly the parent-child re- 
lationship colors our perception and 
expectations of our parents. “We don’t 
see them as people like us, just hu-

mans... A lot of the struggles that my 
dad faced in his life, he faced around 
the age that I am now,” Preszler says, 


‘adding that he remembers how eye- 


opening it was the first time he called 
his. father Leon instead of Dad. “It led 
to a much greater sense of empathy. I 
had harbored a lot of bitterness about 
my father and the church for many 
years, and being gay obviously doesn’t 
mesh with a lot of religious teachings 
in this country, especially. I had run 
away from it when I moved to New 
York.” 

Writing this memoir helped Preszler 
realize that he didn’t need to run, he 
could face his identity as a gay man 
and as his father’s son head on. “I 
think the more honest you are and the 
more human you reveal yourself to be, 
the more you give yourself a chance 


for someone to relate to your story or 
to learn from it or to be inspired,” he 
says, adding that many readers have 
already shared how much they relate 
to the many emotional moments found 
within Little and Often. “I’m no longer 
the storyteller, now I’m the story lis- 
tener, and I can appreciate how peo- 
ple’s lives intersected with my own in 
ways that I never knew.”

CHEF HIGHLIGHT: DAMIEN 
O’DONNELL, HARBOR BISTRO 

A 1997 graduate of the Culinary 
Institute of America in Hyde Park, 
Damien O'Donnell landed a job as 
a prep cook in Manhattan. There he 
quickly learned that nothing beats 
hands-on experience, not even a culi- 
nary degree. In January 1999, he ac- 
cepted the position of line cook at Roy’s 
NYC in the Marriot Financial Center 
Hotel. The downtown Hawaiian- 
themed restaurant was the brainchild 
of world-renowned Chef Roy Yamagu- 
chi and also where O’Donnell began to 
hone-in on the creative and artistic as- 
pects of the culinary world. Roy’s NYC 
delivered him the opportunity to work 
alongside some of Chef Yamaguchi’s 
talented friends including Chef Ming 
Tsai, the 2002 James Beard House 
Foundation’s Best Chef of the North- 
east; Chef Michael Lomonaco, known 
for his roles at Le Cirque, the 21 Club 
and Windows of the World; and Chef 
Nobu Matsuhisa, the acclaimed and 
highly influential proprietor of NOBU, 
Matsuhisa and Ubon. 

O’Donnell continued to broaden 
his culinary horizons by working at 
various Roy’s restaurants across the 
country and by getting involved in res- 
taurant openings, including the open- 
ing of Tao in midtown Manhattan. 
Through his experiences, O’Donnell 
realized that his dream was to open 
his own establishment, and in 2006, 
that dream came true. Harbor 
Bistro, situated on Three - 
Mile Harbor in East Hamp- 
ton, offers New-American 
cuisine with hints of Asian 
flavors and_ breathtaking 
water views from every angle. 
The restaurant has received im- 
pressive accolades with O’Donnell at 
the helm, including a “Very Good” by 
Joanne Starkey of the The New York 
Times and two-stars by Peter Gianotti 
of Newsday. In 2018, he opened a mo- 
bile component to his operations, the 
Bistro Mobile Kitchen, which is used 
to service all events from a backyard 
BBQ to an elegant affair. 

O’Donnell has also had his stints 
outside the restaurants to showcase his 
skills.

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Celebrating Hamptons Celebrities: 


Jim MeCann

H e qualifies for “Celebrating Ham- 
ptons Celebrities” because his 
persona has been a fixture for many 
years in an abundance of television 
commercials, print media advertising 
and business leadership news media 
interviews. 

“About 30 years ago we began rent- 
ing in Quiogue for five years before 
deciding to buy a home there,” ex- 
plains 1800flowers.com Chairman 
Jim McCann. “So many of our family 
and friends are there. With all of the 
places where I have traveled—there is 
no finer place in the summer months 
than eastern Long Island. Where we 
are located is easy to get to...if we were 
further east we would probably use 
our house less. We go back-and-forth 
with ease and convenience. If we need 
to get back to NYC or Nassau for an 
event, we can attend it and come right 
back out.” 

The Quiogue second home was one 
of the first fruits of his prosperity

through his early success with his 
flowers enterprise. 

“After graduating from John Jay 
College of Criminal Justice, I felt I had 
found my niche working for a Queens 
nonprofit for emotionally disturbed 
children,” McCann recollects. “My 
wife, Marylou and I, married young 
and began our family. So I needed 
to earn extra income. Bartending 
on weekends on NYC’s Upper East 
Side, I made friends with a customer 
who owned a flower shop across the 
street.” Jim asked if he could work 
there prior to his bartending shift. 
He was intrigued by taking care of 
flowers, learning how to cut them, ar- 
range them and sell them. 

After a short period of time, Jim 
became the owner of the store! He 
remained employed at the nonprofit 
organization for eight years before 
making his complete transition as 
a florist. As 800 phone numbers 
were beginning to become popular, 
McCann was savvy to acquire a 
business which owned 800Flow- 


ers, which he later expanded to . 


1800flowers.com to embrace on- 
line e-commerce. “I analyzed how 
most of our customers were plac- 
ing orders by phone, rarely visit- 
ing our shop, but we still had a re- 


lationship with them. 8ooflowers 


was so easy for them to remember,” 
McCann explains. 

In what has become a ritual, this 
period leading up May 9, Mother’s 
Day finds McCann (with other family 
members who work at the company) 
disciplined, focused “at their desks” 
to maximize sales for the No. 1 floral, 
plant day of the calendar. “This year, 
the most popular is an azalea which 
offers a flower, and at the same time 
which can be planted in Mom’s gar- 
den. Many think Valentine’s Day is 
the biggest—but Mother’s Day does 
nearly three times the business— 
there are many more moms than 
sweethearts!” McCann muses. 

“Technology had a major positive 
impact on quality, variety and avail- 
ability of flower and plants,” he de- 
scribes. “When I started, there were 
three or four colors of roses available.

Now we might have 25 at any given 
time! Tulips used to be seasonal and 


now they are grown all year round. 


And the longevity of these products 
is so much better.” 

McCann says that while flowers 
and plants remain the flagship prod- 
uct of his public corporation—they 
have become less in proportion to 
overall sales, as 1800flowers.com 
has acquired more food business 
units, everything from chocolate, to 
fruits, to muffins, to popcorn. “Food 
is now about 60% of our sales volume 


with flowers and plants being 40%.” 


McCann: says that beyond flowers 
“the majority of our customers order 
from several of our brands. It has 
been important to follow the inter- 
ests of our customers and add more 


products along the way.” 

He has volunteered for many com- 
munity service and nonprofit organi- 
zations through his career, including 
board memberships at NYU Langone 
Health and Hofstra University. One 
organization he has helped to es- 
tablish, where he takes a lot of pride 
in its mission and growth, is Smile 
Farms (smilefarms.org). “With eight 
campuses so far, it has become a 
meaningful source of vocations and 
employment for adults with disabili- 
ties who are growing flowers and- 
plants, along with foods like pep- 
pers, cucumbers, tomatoes, herbs 
and other fruits and vegetables.”

SAG HARBOR VARIETY STORE

here are some things: in the 

Hamptons you can count on: The 
sunsets are stunning, the summer 
traffic is horrific and if you’ve run out 
of dishwashing pods, the Sag Harbor 
Variety Store probably has them. 

It’s no joke. Last April, a month into 
the pandemic—when everyone was 
staying at home, cooking at home and 
making dirty dishes—“the Cascade 
pods were the thing,” says store owner 
Lisa Field, whose family celebrated 
the Sag Harbor Variety Store’s 50th 
anniversary this past November. 

“No one could find the pods, and 
we had them—I’m actually very proud 
that we’ve kept the store really well 
stocked,” she recalls. 

It hasn’t been easy for any storefront 
during COVID-19, but the Sag Harbor 
Variety Store has made it through this 
year. Deemed essential, the store was 
allowed to open up early on, for which 
Field is “beyond grateful.” 

“At the heart of things, we are a 5 
and 10,” she says. “We are a general 
store, we carry everything you need 
for household items.” 

That means everything from pots 
and pans, to sewing thread, toys to 


Tupperware and good ol’ socks, under- 
wear, plain T-shirts and sweatshirts. 


When most towns can only share - 


memories of that five-and-dime store 
on Main Street, Sag Harbor has brag- 
ging rights. The Sag Harbor Variety 
Store remains a vibrant piece of local 
Americana. 

The 25-cent rides for kids are still 
out front. The horse plays the theme to 
The Lone Ranger. The train, which was 
there for years, was recently swapped 
out for a fire truck that “whistles like a 
real fire truck.” 

“Keep your kids happy for a dollar,” 

says Field. “The kids are thrilled.” 
' The variety store opened in 1922 as 
The Ben Franklin, and is almost a cen- 
tury old. Field’s parents, Roseann and 
Phil Bucking, bought it in 1970 from 
E.L. Hanson, when it was Hanson’s Va- 
riety. They didn’t know what they were 
getting into. 

“My parents had no retail experience 
whatsoever,” says Field. “My father had 
been working in the Bulova factory, 
and when my mother told him The 
Ben Franklin was for sale, he said he 
thought it would be ‘neat’ to own the 
store,” says Field, laughing. 

What was truly neat: The previous 


-owner insisted the Buckings buy the 


building as well as the business. When 
they said they couldn't afford it, Han- 
son said hed hold the mortgage for 
them. 

“That was the only way my parents 
were able to do it,” she says. “They were 
newly married, with young children, 
but through a lot of hard work and 
figuring it out as you go, they made a 
success out of it.” 

The store has faced its share of chal- 
lenges. While COVID has been “the 
most insane,” says Field, the onslaught 
of big box stores such as Walmart, 
which drove most mom-and-pop stores 
out of business, created a “particular 
challenge.” Though she acknowledges 
her store can’t compete with the chain 
stores on certain items, Field says she 
tries to keep prices reasonable. 

And then there is the popularity of

internet shopping. 

“Yes, everyone gets it on Amazon, 
it’s very convenient,” says Field. “But 
you can’t touch it, feel it, see it, know 
what it is—and if you need it right 
away, we’ve got it here.” 

Being able to roll with the punches 
and evolve is something Field says has 
helped the store sustain itself, as Sag 
Harbor has gone from being a factory 
town in the ’7os, to a tourist town, to 
what she sees today as “more of an 
ideal second home owners town.” 

Anticipating and trying to plan for 
what customers will be wanting and 
needing during an ongoing pandemic” 
has been another interesting chal- 
lenge, Field notes. _ 

“The first wave was the demand for 
hand sanitizer, paper towels, alcohol 
wipes and cleaning products...then it 
was the dishing pods,” she says. “Then 
everyone being home and bored out 
of their minds meant puzzle sales 
exploded. After that it was like, ‘How 
about board games?” 

Last summer, when the kids were 
not at camp and everyone was look- 
ing for something to do, tie dye “went 
through the roof,” says Field. Despite 
a limited staff, COVID restrictions 
and a cutback of store hours to allow 
time to properly clean and sanitize 
the store, Field says they were “crazy 
busy.” 

As fall progressed, the demand for 
activities such as Halloween pump- 
kin carving kits were the trend. Many 
people stayed through the holidays. 
Business in winter has leveled, notes 
Field, but the latest kids’ toy, fidgets 
and pop-its (silicone shapes with holes 
to push and pop) are “flying off the 
shelves.” : 

She anticipates a busy summer and 
is hopeful that people will be stay- 
ing out east through September. And 
beyond. 

“We have a great local base, a very 
loyal community,” says Field. “And 
when I say that, second home owners 
are really part of that as well. That’s 
really important, and we really appre- 
ciate that.” 

The secret to the store’s longevity 
and success? “Stick to the basics,” says 
Field. “We're not Tiffany’s... realizing 


what we are and staying true to that. I 


think that’s been the key.”

Lasurdo is a self starter who found- 
ed the company in 2010 after spend- 
ing a few years working in real estate 
marketing in the Hamptons. 

“At that time realtors were begin- 
ning to drastically change how they 
marketed themselves and their prop- 
erties,” he says. “They began hiring 
professionals to take photos. Before 
that they would just take their own. 
I worked with a well-known broker 
out here and I would tell him, “You're 
selling a $20 million house, the buyer 
should get a beautiful glossy book.’ We 
do high end brochures and books for 
hundreds of listings now. At that time 
the (real estate) companies weren't of- 
fering that to the brokers yet, we broke 
the mold for the industry.” 

Lasurdo works with a team of three 
other full-time staff and employs nu- 


merous subcontractors from the cre-_ 


ative field, among them are graphic 
designers, content specialists, digital 
editors, copywriters and more. 

“T specialize in luxury marketing,” 
noted Lasurdo, who grew up in Wad- 
ing River and lives locally. His compa- 
ny’s clientele also include landscapers, 
builders, architects, interior designers 
and all sorts of small business own- 
ers who don’t have their own in-house 
marketing departments. 

Since starting Dead On Design, 
Lasurdo said he’s filled a niche in the 
Hamptons community. 

“There was a need for clean and

crisp, concierge-style graphic design 
services with a focus on real estate,” 
he says. “I currently fulfill this need 
by providing tailored services which 
include not only the items my cli- 
ents require, but also new ideas 
based on industry trends along 
with sage advice in a com- 
forting environment.

NOTICE OF FILING OF THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT AND CONSTRUCTION PLAN FOR 
THE SOUTH FORK EXPORT CABLE. 

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE THAT South Fork Wind, LLC. ("SFW") (f/k/a Deepwater Wind South Fork, LLC), on 
or about April 20, 2021, will file or has filed, a proposed Environmental Management and Construction Plan (the 
"EM&CP") for the South Fork Export Cable Project ("Project"). The Commission issued an Order granting a 


- Certificate of Environmental Compatibility and Public Need for the Project on March 18, 2021 (the "Certificate 


Order"). 

The Project is a 7.6 mile, 138 kilovolt alternating current transmission line that is needed to interconnect the 
proposed South Fork Wind Farm, located 35 miles off the coast of Montauk, to the mainland electric grid in 
East Hampton, New York. The Project consists of three parts: (i). a 3.5-mile submarine export cable within New 
York State territorial waters ("SFEC-NYS") that crosses into state territorial waters 3 nautical miles offshore 
south of Wainscott Beach and continues up to and including a sea-to-shore transition vault on Beach Lane in 
the Town of East Hampton in Suffolk County; (ii) a 4.1-mile terrestrial underground cable ("SFEC-Onshore") 
from the sea-to-shore transition to the interconnection facility; and (iii) a new interconnection facility ("SFEC- 
Interconnection Facility"), primarily consisting of a transformer and a 69 kV interconnection cable connecting 
to the 69 kV bus in the existing Long Island Power Authority East Hampton Substation located on Cove Hollow 
Road in the Town of East Hampton. The SFEC-Onshore corridor begins at the sea-to-shore transition vault 
within the Beach Lane right-of-way ("ROW") and continues approximately 0.7 miles to the intersection with 
Wainscott Main Street. At the intersection of Beach Lane and Wainscott Main Street, the SFEC-Onshore turns 
northeast along Wainscott Main Street for 0.06 miles and subsequently northwest on Sayre's Path for 0.04 miles. 
The SFEC-Onshore then turns generally north along Wainscott Stone Road for approximately 0.2 miles. The 
SFEC-Onshore turns on to Wainscott Northwest Road and travels approximately 1.1 miles, generally northwest 
past Montauk Highway/State Route 27 to the Long Island Railroad ("LIRR"). From there, the SFEC-Onshore 
continues in a generally east direction within a portion of the LIRR ROW south of the railroad tracks, past 
Daniels Hole Road, Stephen Hands Path, and Buckskill Road. The SFEC-Onshore extends along the southern 
portion of the LIRR ROW for approximately 2.0 miles, at which point it reaches the location of the SFEC- 
Interconnection Facility. The SFEC-Interconnection Facility is located adjacent to the existing East Hampton 
Substation on the same parcel. 

EM&CP. 

The EM&CP describes the construction procedures and environmental protection measures proposed to be 
used for the Project, including but not limited to: the location of the Project, proposed construction methods, 
construction notifications, vegetation removal, traffic management, noise minimization, water quality standards, 
contaminated soil and water handling, stormwater management, terrestrial and marine rare, threatened, and 
endangered species protections, and many other measures to be implemented during the construction, operation, 
maintenance, and decommissioning of the Project. SFW developed the EM&CP in conformance with the 
Certificate Order and in consultation with the New York State Department of Public Service, New York State 
Department of Environmental Conservation, New York State Department of State, New York State Department 
of Transportation, the Town of East Hampton, and the Trustees and the Freeholders and Commonalty of the 
Town of East Hampton.

Comments on any subsequent 
revisions to the EM&CP, in response to the aforementioned written comments, shall be submitted within 15 days 
of service by electronic means of said revisions. _

he East End is home to beauti- 

ful, quaint villages that many of 
us call home.

The project was far more than a 
beautification project and included 
underground utilities, replacement 
of all drainage structures, wider 
sidewalks and curb extensions, LED 
streetlights and several other mea- 
sures that were intended for public 
safety, functionality and environmen- 
tal quality. The project was funded 
by the village, Southampton Town’s 
Community Preservation Fund, Suf- 
folk County and New York State revi- 
talization funds. 

“It’s incredible what has been ac- 


complished in just eight months,” 
says Moore. “As a result of the project, 
there is so much outdoor dining now, 
and the new green spaces provide a 
breath of fresh air to our community 
and those who come to share it with 
us.” 

As the finishing touches are being 
put on the Main Street project, the 
progress continues in the form of a 
long-awaited sewer project that will 
help purify local waterways and give 
Westhampton Beach greater room to 
grow. 


While Mayor Moore is the chief ex-. 


ecutive of the Village of Westhampton 
Beach, she is a resident, first. In 1996, 
she and her husband Tom made the 
village their home, and raised their 
two daughters, Elizabeth and Jacque- 
line, there. She loves the village for 
the same reasons that so many Long 
Islanders live and visit there. 

“When I first came to the village, 
I felt calmed by the relaxing atmo- 
sphere that exists here,” she says. “We 
are so lucky to have such beautiful 
beaches, great dining and entertain- 
ment, all while maintaining that small 
town feel.” 
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_ While she can’t say just what her fa- 
vorite spots are in the village, she does 
say that she thinks that Westhampton 
Beach is a perfect getaway for a family 
looking for a staycation. 

“Some of my favorite pastimes in 
the village are enjoying live music 
on the Green and along Main Street, 
watching outdoor movies on the Great 
Lawn, window shopping with an ice 
cream cone in hand, picking up fresh 
ingredients for dinner at the farmers — 
market and playing bocce in the park,” 
she says. 

Outside the demands of the job, she 
makes sure to take time to enjoy the 
natural beauty of the village through 
every season. 

“I always try to see the village 
through fresh eyes, and I can honestly 
say that serving as its mayor is a privi- 
lege for which Iam grateful every day,” 
she says.
